C ram ps’ shipyard and started down the 
D elaw are river on her initial ocean voy­ 
age. 
As the big steam er pointed her 
nose down the stream she w as greeted 
by all kinds of craft in the river, the 
noise being sim ply deafening. This w as 
continued until

St. 
Louis 
had 
passed 
League island, 
the 
extrem e 
lower end of the city. 
The St. Louis is the largest vessel 
th a t has ever sailed down the D ela­ 
w are river. She is in com m and of Capt. 
W m. C. Randle, and the crew of 400 
m en who sailed aw ay w ith h er to-day 
will take the big vessel on her initial 
voyage across the A tlantic. 
The St. 
Louis will anchor to-night a t Reedy is­ 
land. To-m orrow m orning betw een 2 and 
4 o’clock she will weigh anchor and ru n 
down to the capes w here her com passes 
will be adjusted and the tria l trip will 
be on. It is expected th a t she will re­ 
m ain a t sea from fo'ir to five days and 
then go to New York. 
The contract for the St. Louis calls 
for a speed of tw enty knots an hour, 
bu t it is thought th a t she will easily 
surpass this speed.

R epublics m it e to P rotect T hem selves 
From European Forces. 
W ashington, May 27.—New 
treaties 
of far-reaching im portance have recent­ 
ly been m ade between N icaragua and 
H onduras, and official copies kave been 
received in W ashington. 
The treaties 
have been under negotiation for some 
tim e and W’ere finally put into effect by 
proclam ation the 15th of last m onth. 
They are the first practical step tow ard 
the form ation of a C entral Am erican 
nation out of the several sm all repub­ 
lics—N icaragua, H onduras, G uatem ala, 
Salvador and Cost Rica. 
The first tre a ty form s a defensive a l­ 
liance in case of foreign w ar and of­ 
fensive alliance ag ain st common ene­ 
mies, and 
It 
obliterates 
com m ercial 
frontiers so th a t foreign goods once ad ­ 
m itted to one country are free to enter 
the other. 
An 
express provision is 
m ade ag ain st the possibility of w ar be­ 
tween the countries by an article re­ 
quiring differences to be adjusted 
by 
a rb itratio n by some governm ent on the 
A m erican continent. A rticle 53 is the 
one looking to the union in a single n a ­ 
tion, and is as follow’s: 
“The high contracting parties solem n­ 
ly declare they cannot and will not con­ 
sider 
as foreign 
the 
other 
C entral 
A m erican countries, and they will labor 
constantly 
to 
m aintain the fam ily 
bonds and the g reatest cordiality 
in 
their 
relations, m aking 
a 
common 
cause w ith them in case of w ar or dif­ 
ficulties w ith 
foreign 
countries, and 
m ediating in their international 
rela­ 
tions. 
To this end the present tre a ty 
will be subm itted to 
th eir considera­ 
tion, inviting them to subscribe to it 
as a common contract A m erican tre a ty 
until the arriv al of the day when they 
shall be Incorporated in a single n a­ 
tion.”

Christ.

General Grant when he died and he 
said th a t the great general committed 
his soul w ith the hum ility of a child,to 
God. 
He did net say " I received Gen­ 
eral Lee’s sword,” or " I took Vicks­ 
burg” or “ I commanded the arm y of 
the Potomac,” but he did say: " I die 
in the faith of Jesus Christ.”

told of the privations endured and the 
bravery shown before they achieved 
th eir independence. Even their songs 
echoed their patriotism and inspired 
th e loyal hearts, he continued. 
' Patriotism Is a Virtue. 
" I t is right to give all due praise to 
th e virtue of patriotism , for it is a 
v irtu e,” he said and in continning he 
stated th at the m anifestations m ight 
vary but the inspiration therefore re­ 
mained the same. 
Some of the ways 
in which patriotism was shown were 
then entertainingly outlined and he 
insisted th at any country w asuograte- 
ful th at did not recoguizd the serv­ 
ices of its soldiers. 
Patriotism could not complete the 
circle of human virtues he said and 
by way of illustration he told of the 
stately oak tree th at was in itself a 
thing of beauty and utility, yet it 
could not represent a whole landscape 
fo r tho hills, the rills and the plains 
w ere necessary. 
Neither could one 
sta r make a constellation and this was 
tru e of religion as well.

FLAG SH O ULD BE AT HALF MAST 


Commander Hoard Hales as to Memorial 
Day Form of Display. 
“ How should the flag be displayed 
on Memorial day?’* 
That question had been asked half a 
dozen of timea lately, and nobody 
seemed to know. 
Half of the old sol­ 
diers you esquired of would say “ half- 
m att” and the other half “at the top 
of the staff.” 
Then Outnmander Hoard was appealed 
to over the telephone. 
At first he 
ruled that Memorial day was not a 
day of mourning, but a day of decora­ 
tion, perhaps, and 
he thought the 
matter of displaying flags had not been 
fully settled by the national encamp­ 
ment, therefore he gave it as hisopin 
ion that flags 6bould be displayed at 
full Hast. 
Later in the evening, how­ 
ever,authority was found for a change. 
The national encampment, in June 
1878, passed a resolution, directing 
“ that all flags hoisted on Memorial 
day be at half-mast.” In view of this 
resolution, Commander Hoard said, all 
flags must be displayed at half-mast 
on Thursday. 
“ Half-mast,” appears to be misun­ 
derstood by many people, hence flags 
are seen occupying different positions 
on the staff. 
Some run the flag up to 
the 
center, others higher, others 
lower. 
It is claimed that the flag 
should ba raised at sunrise, first by 
running it up at full mast, then drop­ 
ping it down the width of the flag, 
where it will remain until sundown, 
when it is to be again hoisted at full 
mast, and then dropped down.

Central Labor ball on Saturday even­ 
ing. 
The meeting was called for the 
purpose of hearing the report of the 
committee appointed to w ait upon the 
factory managers. 
The comm ittee 
reported, substantially the same as 
published in Friday’s Gazette, th a t all 
could return under the wages in force 
a t the time of the strike, or they 
m ight adopt a ten hour system instead 
of eleven, the employes to be paid 
for ten hours work on the same basis 
of the eleven hour system. 
The prop 
ositions were rejected, and the de­ 
mand for the IO per cent advance in 
wages was insisted upon. 
A special committee consisting of 
Nias Maggie 
Holleran 
and Nellie 
Holton, and Messrs. Booth, Fish and 
Cherry Was appointed to distribute 
funds among the needy, and a vote of 
thanks was tendered the committee 
appointed to solicit funds and also to 
John McKeigue, president of the labor 
union, for valuable aid rendered. The 
meeting then adjourned until Wed- 
nes day evening. 
T hat employes will insist on the IO 
per cent advance as a condition of 
their going 
to 
work, was con­ 
firmed by a num ber of the employes 
who attended the meeting Saturday 
evening, and it looks as though it 
would be insisted on to the very last. 
The directors of the factories, how­ 
ever, are not in the least alarm ed, and 
appear to be saisafied to let the strik­ 
ers have plenty of tim e to consider 
the m atter involved. 
“ We are in no hurry to start the 
factories,” Bald one of the directors to 
day. 
“ We are about as well off with 
the factories locked up as we are with 
the 
looms running a t full force. 
There is no money in it. 
I guess the 
employes will see this after aw hile.’ 
One of the committee rem arked to 
day th a t the hands m ight go back if 
the m anagers would adopt the ten 
hoar system w ithout a corresponding 
reduction, b ut 
th a t a redaction, 
m eant a eat of 20 per cent, on piece 
hands instead of IO per cent., which 
they could not stand. 
The indications 
are th a t the strikers will remain out 
out for some time, but the meeting to 
be held on Wednesday evening may 
develop something new.

While the Department W ere Rushing 
For the Five Points, a Smouldering 
Blaze W as Eating Its W ay to the 
W hisky Barrels in E. J. MrCue’s 
Saloon—Three Alarms Sent In. 


While Janesville people, or most of 
them a t least, slumbered peacefully in 
their beds a t 1:15 Sunday morning the 
fire departm ent was coping w ith w hat 
narrow ly escaped being the worst fire 
th at has raged in the town for many a 
year. 
Three alarm s were turned in, in all, 
and had E. B. Heimstreet turned to 
the right instead of to the left when 
responding to the 
first one, there 
woald have been work for contractors, 
insurance men and probably physi­ 
cians this morning. 
It was a busy time for the K nights 
of the hose as two incendiary fires a t 
one time and a mile apart was some­ 
thing the departm ent was not looking 
for. 
Therefore, a t sixteen 
m inutes to 
I o’clock Sunday morning, when the 
fire bell and fire stations indicators 
responded to a pull of box 515, located 
a t 
the 
“ five 
points,” 
it 
was no wonder th a t the firemen a t 
the east side station rushed passed a 
smouldering fire within a few doors of 
their station, and passed on to the 
box from which th a t alarm came, thus 
unknowingly neglecting a dangerous 
blaze for one th a t was less serious. 
The alarm from box 515 was caused 
by a fire in the little empty frame 
dwelling of Thomas Dalton 103 Gold 
street, which had recently been occu­ 
pied by Bernard Cummings. 
Hose 
companies I and 2, with the hook and 
ladder truck responded to this call. 


Saw Smoke at Mc Coe’s. 
While passing across Main street on 
Milwaukee, on his way to Gold street, 
Chief Spencer noticed the heavy vol­ 
ume of smoke pouring out of the 
building occupied by E. J. McCue, and 
he pulled up. 
Word was a t once sent 
to Assistant Chief Osgood to return a 
hose company and if possible the hook 
and ladder truck to North Main street 
as a fire was in progress in McCue’s 
basement, and w ith but a few men to 
help, lines of hose were laid, and a 
stream of w ater put upon the fire. 
In 
tha u icin tm e the Fire Patrol com­ 
pany held the fire in check, giving the 
men tim e to bring hose from the sta­ 
tion, uncoil and couple them in line. 
The building was full of suffocating 
smoke, and it was Worth a m an’s life 
to get into it. 
However, the fire was 
extinguished, with but little loss and 
that was principally by smoke. 
A ssistant Chief Osgood, in respond­ 
ing to the alarm from lrom 515 heard 
the second alarm , from box 28, and 
after arriving a t the Gold street fire, 
finding th a t neither Chief Spencer nor 
the patrol had arrived, concluded th at 
there m ust be another fire, 
and at 
once ordered the hook and ladder com­ 
pany and east side company to re­ 
turn.

Hydrant Cracked By Frost. 
As soon as the fire hydrant in front

Superintendent Mitchell, of the w ater 
company, a t once went to w ork dig­ 
ging up the hydrant, and in a few 
hours had a new b jd ra n t im place.

MAN W HO W A S K ILLED BY TH E 
CARS IS KNOW N. 


The fire was in the basem ent and 
was feeding on a barrel of ■ rubbish 
th at made a dense and nauseating 
smoke. 
It was rath er hard to locate 
and when the firemen did trace it 
down to its origin, they found some­ 
thing th at made them think of w hat 
might have been.

I t was clearly evident th a t the blaze 
was the work of an incendiary. E. B. 
Heim street noticed the smoke coming 
from the grating in front of the aa 
loon aa he turned to go to the engine 
house and told Patrol Driver B arnage. 
Had he gone the other way when he 
came down stairs, and had not Chief 
bpencer noticed the smoke in the rear 
of the building, the blaze in a few 
m inutes would have been the w orst in 
years. 
Mr. Dalton's House Destroy sd. 
Mr. Dalton’s house was totally de­ 
stroyed. 
In fact it was about gone 
before an alarm was turned in, th at 
section of the city being brilliantly ii 
lum lnated while the departm ent was 
m aking the run to it.

The remains of the stranger who 
was killed last Sunday morning, May 
19, by being run over by the cars, in 
the N orthwestern yards, have been 
identified, and by a very peculiar in­ 
cident.

This he did, giving 
minute description of the man, and 
found th a t his surmise was correct. 
T . F. Wall is the name of the un Ter­ 
nate man, and his home was in Bos­ 
ton. 
In answer to Chief Achesoun 
letter, the following telegram was re­ 
ceived this morning by Agent McLean, 
of the American Express Company: 
“ Instruct City Marsh ti Acheson to 
place the body of T. F. W all in out­ 
side box, zinc-lined, w ithout coffin.

The body was exhumed this after­ 
noon aud prepared for shipment by 
U ndertaker F. D. Kimball.

The Plate Process Said to Render lee 
Free from Microbes. 


Neatly Bound 
loo Views in 


A very novel combination of interests 
Is now being consumm ated in some of 
the western cities in the union of plants 
built for the production of light with 
plants for the m anufacture of ice, the 
sam e companies intending to operate 
the two plants as a joint enterprise. 
This idea has also taken root near at 
home, and the plans for a gas and Ice 
plant in a near-by city are already In an 
advanced state of preparation. This 
new development of the artificial Ice 
business has been brought about large­ 
ly by the im provements made in the 
process cf its m anufacture, which have 
not only m aterially improved the quali­ 
ty of the product, but reduced its cost 
to a point which .seems to assure a very 
large profit even at a price much below 
th a t possible to those who get their sup­ 
ply from nature’s stock. It is claimed 
th a t the“plate”process enables the prod­ 
uct to be made entirely free from im­ 
purity of any sort, freezing from a plate 
outward, tending to expel all the im­ 
purities which by the “can” process of 
freezing from the four sides of the cake, 
are lodged in the center of the block. 
The "plate” process obviates also all of 
the necessity for raising the tem pera­ 
ture of the w ater before it is frozen and 
the best results so far gained by the 
“plate” process indicate a product of 
ten and five-eights tons of ice from a 
single ton of coal where artificial heat 
Is demanded in supplying power for the 
m anufacture. In the “can” process the 
results are said to have never exceeded 
seven tons of ice to a ton of coal and the 
average product has been much less 
than this proportion. The “plate" proc­ 
ess necessitates a heavier investm ent 
In the original plant, but gives a higher 
percentage of return upon its cost when 
once in operation.
